2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to an RFID tag. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features " a tag 
comprising at least one detachable portion, upon detached the detachable portion, the tag shifts to 
a second function different from a function when portion attached " and " the functions includes of 
writing data in a memory region of a remaining portion " in combination with the manner 
claimed. The closest prior arts, Gustafson [US 6,050,622] and Atherton [US 6,888,509] are 
disclosed similarly inventions; accept for the distinction features above. Therefore, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
